By  Permission,  Reference  is  made  to  R.  A.  LAMBERTON,  LL.D.,  President  of  Lehigh  University,  and  to  the 

Professors  of  that  Institution. 


It  has  been  the  design  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  establish  a thorough  PREPARATORY  SCHOOL, 
for  either  the  Universities,  the  U.  S.  Naval  and  Military  Academies,  or  business  pursuits,  and  to  this  end  three  courses  of 
study  have  been  adopted : 

1.  A Classical  Cotirse,  embracing  Latin  and  Greek. 

2.  A Semi-Classical  Course,  embracing  Latin  and  either  German  or  French. 

3.  An  Elective  Course. 

In  History,  Mathematics  and  English  the  1st  and  2d  courses  are  identical. 

All  cadets  live  in  the  school  buildings,  and  are  thus  at  all  times  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  Headmaster. 
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T T is  with  the  deepest  sorrow  that  some  of 
us  bow  ourselves  out  of  The  Burr  office 
with  this  number  and  as  for  the  last  time  we 
survey  the  campus  from  our  tidy  sanctum,  we 
pause  to  comtemplate  the  changes  that  will 
have  taken  place  before  we  revisit  our  Alma 
Mater.  W'e  note  a good  many  things  that 
ought  to  be  changed,  but  on  second  thought 
decide  to  leave  them  for  the  next  editorial  staff 
to  begin  on,  and  instead  of  retiring  with  a long 
loud  roar  we  only,  and  very  mildly,  express 
our  hope,  that,  when  the  new  Memorial  Church 
shall  be  finished,  the  old  chapel  will  be  fur- 
nished with  a good  stage  suitable  for  all  sorts  of 
literary,  musical  or  dramatic  exercises,  so  that, 
if  the  University  is  never  de.stined  to  be  the 
home  of  her  students,  she  may  at  least  be  the 
home  of  their  accomplishments.

The  Board  \ery  much  regrets  that,  owing 
to  Mr.  Mills’  leaving  college,  it  will  next  year 
be  deprived  of  that  gentleman’s  valuable  assist- 
ance. Mr.  Mills  has  been  a member  of  The 
Burr  Board  for  over  two  years,  and  to  his  ef- 
forts is  the  success  and  pro.sperity  of  The  Burr 
very  largely  due.  He  will  be  much  missed  by 
the  incoming  Board. 
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IV  /T  R.  HERRICK’S  place  still  remains  va- 
^ ^ cant.  We  hope  the  trustees  will  take 
some  steps,  at  their  meeting  this  month,  toward 
getting  a good  man  to  fill  it.  Nothing  else 
would  give  our  athletics  more  stimulus  than 
to  get  a good  man  as  Director  of  the  Gymnasi- 
um— a man  who  would  take  a personal  interest 
in  each  and  every  one  of  our  athletes,  and  who 
would  see  that  they  were  looked  after  and 
properly  cared  for  after  any  event  in  which 
they  had  contested.  At  present,  in  this  respect, 
we  are  lamentably  weak.  Our  men,  unless 
they  have  some  personal  friends  to  look  after 
them,  must  look  out  entirely  for  themselves. 
In  training  we  have  no  one  to  give  advice,  con- 
sequently each  athlete  must  go  upon  his  own 
knowledge  in  this  matter,  and  the  result  is  that 
our  training  is  not  effective,  and  that  only  the 
most  enthusiastic  train  at  all. 

^ I action  of  the  recent  Conv'ention  of 

the  Dioce.se  of  Central  Pennsylvania  in 
admitting  Lehigh  University  to  representa- 
tion and  placing  it  upon  exactly  the  same  foot- 
ing as  a parish  of  the  Diocese,  will  be  of  bene- 
fit to  both  parties  of  the  transaction,  the  Church 
and  the  College.  Strange  as  it  may  seem,  there 
was  no  mention  in  Judge  Packer’s  will  of  the 
fact  that  he  intended  the  College  to  be  direct- 
ly connected  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church.  This  undoubtedly  was  his  intention, 
as  all  who  knew  him  will  say.  The  Church 
has  need  of  just  such  institutions  as  Lehigh. 
The  Colleges  now  principally  indentified  with 
it  are  Trinity,  Hobart,  Kenyon,  Racine  and  the 
University  of  the  South.  With  its  enormous 
endowment,  Lehigh  will  undoubtedly  be  one 
of  the  great  Unix  ersities  of  the  land  in  days  to 
come,  and,  m its  advancement  to  that  position, 
must  pass  its  sister  Church  Colleges.  From 
the  standpoint  of  Lehigh  itself,  on  the  other 
hand,  everthing  which  binds  it  more  closely  to 
the  Church  of  Asa  Packer’s  choice  adx  ances 
its  own  interests.  The  day  will  come  when  the 
student  of  Lehigh  will  realize  more  fully  than 
he  does  now,  that  he  is  directly  connected 


with  the  Church,  and  will  appreciate  more  fully 
the  benefits  which  he  derives  from  that  con- 
nection. 

I '*^HE  Lehigh  University  Twenty-Year 
Book,”  by  “A  Graduate  of  ’75,”  con- 
sists principally  of  a list  of  all  men  who  have 
ever  been  in  full  standing  at  Lehigh,  what 
fraternities  they  belonged  to,  and  what  they 
did  in  athletics  during  their  sojourn  amongst 
us;  besides  a general  description  of  the  institu- 
tions which  seem  to  have  found  an  abiding 

o 

place  here.  It  encroaches  on  the  field  of  no 
other  college  publication  and  saves  from  ob- 
livion many  a worthy  name,  which  hitherto 
has  never  appeared  in  any  record  since  its 
owner  left  the  L'niversity.  The  book  contains 
a very  .sensible  article  on  the  subject  of  the 
^'Epitome"  which  the  various  boards  might 
peruse  with  profit.  The  typographical  work, 
done  by  the  Comenius  Press,  is  excellent,  and 
the  binding  is  neat  but  not  gaudy.  We  sin- 
cerely hope  that,  at  the  expiration  of  another 
twenty  years,  its  present  author,  or  one  equally 
public  spirited,  will  be  here  to  compile  the 
next  volume. 

I ^HERE  is  one  thing  which  our  various 
teams,  foot-ball,  base-ball,  tug-of-war, 
&c.,  should  do,  and  could  do  very  easily,  but 
do  not,  and  that  is  to  li\'e  at  training  tables. 
The  remark,  after  a defeat,  that  So-and-so  was 

all  out  of  training,  that  he  wa.s , smoked  a 

pack  of  cigarettes  x'esterday,  &c.,  savors  xerj' 
strongly  of  that  much-abused  fruit,  the  chest- 
nut. It  has  been  heard  again  and  again,  and 
has  always  been  brought  forward  as  one  of  the 
numerous  reasons  of  defeat.  A man  cannot  be 
blamed  for  being  ill,  or  for  having  been  born 
without  the  gift  of  base-ball  or  what  you  will, 
but  he  can  and  should  be  blamed  for  a lack  of 
training,  when  upon  him  devolves  the  duty  of 
representing  his  college.  The  captain  or  trainer 
of  a team  must  have  his  men  directly  under  his 
eye,  if  he  would  have  them  do  as  he  wishes, 
and  The  Burr  x-entures  to  hope  that  next  year 
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will  see  the  members  of  our  various  teams  sit- 
ting like  good  little  boys  around  their  respect- 
ive tables,  eating  and  drinking  just  what  they 
are  told  to  eat  and  drink,  and  nothing  else. 


^ I '*^HE  result  of  the  year’s  devotion  to  ath- 
letics  has  not  been  as  successful  as  might 
have  been  hoped.  Lehigh  has  won  one  foot-  ' 
ball  match  and  a tennis  tournament  in  the  col-  ; 
lege  year  that  Is  past,  and  that  is  all.  Ever 
since  her  first  appearance  in  the  field  of  ath- 
letics she  has  met  with  reverses,  but  the  pluck 
and  recuperative  power  of  her  athletes  has  been 
remarkable.  Beaten  almost  every  time,  they 
have  “come  up  smiling”  and  tried  it  again.  , 
This  sort  of  thing  will  not  go  on  forever.  The 
time  must  come  for  Lehigh’s  luck  to  change, 
and,  with  a gambler’s  patience,  she  must  wait 
for  that  time,  in  the  meanwhile  doing  as  well 
as  she  possibly  can.  The  improvement  in  our 
foot-ball  and  lacrosse  teams  this  year  has  been  i 
decided.  We  have  every  reason  to  look  for 
success  in  the  former  of  these  games  next  Fall. 
The  team  won  our  first  victory  last  season,  and 
steadily  improved  after  that  auspicious  event. 
The  lacrosse  team  played  but  one  game  this 
year,  but  in  that  showed  a remarkable  change  | 
for  the  better.  If  the  lacrosse  men  would  do 
more,  they  must  make  the  way  easier  to  secur- 
ing matches  by  joining  the  present  Inter-Col- 
legiate Association,  or  by  organizing  a league 
with  colleges  smaller  than  those  represented 
in  the  general  association.  For  the  base-ball 
team  we  can  say  very  little.  It  certainly  did 
not  make  very  great  strides  this  year  in  the 
march  of  progress. 

On  the  whole  Lehigh’s  athletics  have  im- 
proved, but  much  too  slowly.  As  The  Burr 
has  intimated  before,  the  one  thing  needful  is 
professional  training,  and  for  this  end  more 
money.  If  we  hope  to  compete  successfully 
with  other  colleges,  we  must  employ  the  same 
means  as  they  employ;  and,  if  we  do  not  hope 
to  compete  successfully,  we  had  better  not  ^ 
compete  at  all.  | 


^ I AhE  South  Bethlehem  Star  of  June  I2th 
contained  a lachrymose  editorial  signed 
“Students.”  It  bewailed  the  fact  that  certain 
men  had  been  elected  as  the  Editorial  Board  of 
The  Burr  for  next  year,  and  that  certain  others 
had  not.  From  the  tone  of  the  communication 
we  cannot  help  drawing  the  inference  that  it  wa.s 
written  by  one  of  those  who  had  not.  It  calls 
upon  us  to  explain  why  we  elected  those  whom 
we  did.  We  feel  that  we  can  safely  say  that 
that  is  nobody’s  business  but  our  own,  and  that 
we  have  selected  the  very  best  men  in  college, 
regardless  of  clique  or  clan.  It  seems  hardly 
worth  while  to  pay  any  attention  to  the  “Stu- 
dents’” objection  to  fraternity  men  as  Burr 
editors,  but  we  will  say  that,  if  the  best  men  for 
our  purpose  happen  to  have  joined  fraternities, 
we  cannot  help  it,  and  cannot  be  deterred  by 
that  fact  from  electing  them.  In  order  to  ex- 
plain why  we  did  not  elect  certain  others,  our 
first  impulse  was  to  devote  half  of  our  supple- 
ment to  the  productions  of  these  disappointed 
gentlemen.  Fortunately  for  their  feelings,  for 
we  suppose  that  they  would  see  what  they  had 
done  if  it  were  printed,  these  productions  have 
found  their  way  to  our  waste-basket.  For  our 
own  part  we  are  sorry,  as  our  readers  would 
certainly  have  been  entertained.  Be  all  this 
as  it  may,  next  year’s  Board,  with  three  vacan- 
cies, has  been  elected,  and  we  feel  that,  using 
our  lights  as  best  we  knew  how,  we  have  se- 
lected the  men  in  the  college  best  fitted  for 
the  positions.  If  some  have  been  disappointed, 
we  are  sorry,  but  will  remind  them  of  a sug- 
gestion, made  in  The  Burr  before,  to  start  a 
paper  of.  their  own.  The  public  would  cer- 
tainly watch  its  career  with  deep  interest.

THE  GOSSIP. 

^0MMP:NCEMENT  time  is  eminently 
the  season  for  moralizing.  The  atmos- 
phere is  impregnated  with  the  spirit  of  orations 
vividly  depicting  the  future  glory  of  the  race 
of  man,  and  of  the  college  graduate  in  particu- 
lar. Pivery  one,  from  the  freshman  to  the 
trustee,  listens  with  bated  breath  to  the  out- 
pourings of  the  senior’s  soul,  and  wonders  all 
the  time  how  many'  of  the  class  graduating  in 
an  atmosphere  of  flowers  and  orchestral  vibra- 
tions will  live  up  to  the  standard  set  by  the 
orators  of  the  day'.  The  senior  himself  in  the 
meanwhile  is  doing  a little  inward  moralizing. 
He  reviews  the  days  of  his  college  course  and 
decides,  notwithstanding  the  communications 
he  wrote  to  The  Burr  and  the  growls  that  he 
emitted  to  his  private  circle  of  friends  about  the 
shortcomings  of  Lehigh,  that  on  the  whole  it 
is  a very  nice  place,  and  he  generally'  comes  to 
the  conclusion  that  he  would  like  to  have  an- 
other year  of  it.  When  he  has  indulged  in 
sufficient  retrospection  he  turns  his  mental  ey'e 
to  the  future,  and  sees  himself  in  a mine  with  a 
pick-axe  over  his  shoulders,  or  in  the  stuffy 
little  laboratory  of  a backwoods  furnace,  with 
an  expression  on  his  face  evidently  indicative 
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of  disgust,  and  of  a mind  conning  over  past 
pleasures.  The  result  of  his  meditations  is  that 
he  goes  to  every  lower-classman  he  knows, 
and  advises  him,  with  all  the  rhetorical  power 
at  his  command,  not  to  be  in  a hurry,  to  change 
his  course  to  Mining,  and  then  not  to  worry 
his  life  away  if  he  loses  a year  by  illness  or 
other  casualty.

The  Class  of  ’Eighty-six,  among  other  re- 
forms which  it  has  introduced  at  Lehigh,  did 
well  in  changing  the  name  of  Banner-Day  to 
Class-Day.  Whether  future  classes  will  see  fit 
to  retain  the  title  or  not,  remains  to  be  seen.  It 
is  all  well  enough  to  be  original  at  the  proper 
time  and  place,  but  there  is  not  the  slightest 
use  in  adopting  a custom  which  has  prevailed 
in  colleges  from  time  immemorial,  and  in  dub- 
bing it  by  a name  which  no  one  out  of  the  pale 
of  Lehigh’s  influence  understands.  The  New 
Yorker  or  Bostonian  who  is  asked  to  come 
up  to  our  Banner-Day,  inevitably  expects 
a Sunday-school  picnic  or  something  of  the 
kind.  Whereas  “ Class-Day  ” conveys  a very 
definite  impression  to  any  one  who  knows  what 
a college  is. 

There  is  another  change  of  nomenclature 
which  the  students  and  people  of  Bethlehem 
would  do  well  to  make.  The  “ Hop,”  though 
a time-honored  title  at  Lehigh,  is  decidedly 
suggestive  of  country  hotels  and  firemen.  Offi- 
cially, that  is  according  to  the  invitations,  it  is 
known  as  the  “Junior  Reception.”  That  is  a 
little  long,  and  hardly  gives  it  credit  for  what  it 
is.  If  anything  in  Bethlehem  is  worthy  of  the 
title,  this  festivity  certainly  deserves  the  name 
of  “ball,”  and  all  right-minded  persons,  the 
Gossip  feels  sure,  will  henceforth  designate  it 
as  such.

Speaking  of  reforms  and  good  measures  in- 
troduced by  classes,  the  Gossip  must  not  fail 
to  mention  the  financial  management  of  the 
freshman  class,  and  to  endeavor,  through  the 
columns  of  The  Burr,  to  incite  other  classes 
to  similar  acts  of  wisdom.

ginning of  June  rejoiced  in  the  sum  of  ninety 
dollars,  which  wholly,  or  nearly,  at  least,  must 
cover  the  malty  expenses  attending  the  sopho- 
mores’ final  disposal  of  Calculus.  By  an  elabo-

INTER-COLLEGIATE  TENNIS. 

WEDNE-SD.^Y,  JUNE  9,  1 886. 

^ I '^HE  first  annual  tournament  between  the 
representatives  of  the  lawn  tennis  asso- 
ciations of  the  colleges  of  Pennsylvania  was 
held  on  Wednesday,  June  9,  on  the  grounds  of 
the  Young  America  Cricket  Club,  at  Stenton, 
near  Philadelphia.  The  tournament  was  held 
to  decide  the  State  championship  among  col- 
lege tennis  players,  and  resulted  in  a victory 
for  Lehigh  University,  C.  B.  Davis,  ’87,  winning 
the  championship  in  the  shingles,  and  C.  B. 
Davis,  ’87,  and  R.  H.  Pi.  Porter,  ’89,  being 
equally  successful  in  the  doubles. 

The  tournament  opened  at  1 1 A.M.,  by  Davis 
meeting  Fox,  ’87,  of  Lafayette,  in  the  singles. 
Although  playing,  rather  loosely,  Davis  won. 
the  match,  6—0,  5-6,  6—4.  The  first  round  of 
the  doubles  was  then  played,  A.  R.  Thompson, 
’89,  and  Barklie  Pienry,  ’89,  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  being  pitted  against  Davis  and 
Porter  of  Lehigh.  The  men  from  Lehigh  won 


6-5,  6-2,  although  the  game  was  much  closer 
than  the  score  would  indicate.  A.  R.  Thompson, 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Davis  then 
played  the  final  match  in  the  singles,  which 
proved  to  be  the  most  interesting  and  best 
played  in  the  tournament.  After  a hard  strug- 
gle Davis  won  the  match  and  the  tournament 
by  a score  of  6-5,  6-2.  The  Lafayette  pair, 
Gilmore,  ’86,  and  Fay,  ’89,  who  had  as  yet  not 
played  in  the  tournament,  then  met  Davis  and 
Porter  in  the  final  doubles.  Davis,  who  was 
very  tired  from  his  previous  games,  threw  the 
greater  part  of  the  work  on  Porter,  who  proved 
quite  equal  to  the  occasion.  Lehigh  finally 
won  after  the  closest  match  of  the  day,  by  the 
score  6-5,  0-6,  6-4,  6-5.  The  tournament 
was  remarkable,  not  only  for  the  good  playing 
it  brought  out,  but  for  the  closeness  of  the 
games.  Davis  was  compelled  to  play  almost 
continuously  from  1 1 A.  M.  to  4 P.  M.,  playing 
in  that  time  102  games.  The  winners  in  both 
singles  and  doubles  received  handsome  prizes.
